A number of substances

low: One pound of tobacco and six 
ounces of borax boiled in two quarts of 
vratcr, to which soft soap enough is 
added to make a thick paste, has proved 
a good vermin salve. 
A mixture of 
carbolic acid and soft soap in the pro- 
i>ortion of one to four makes a com­ 
pound easy to apply, and very effectual. 
Shortly after, the parts to which the 
joap mixture has teen applied should 
be washed with pure water and a non­ 
drying oil rubbed on. 
Oil of turpen­ 
tine and lard oil. equal parts, with a 
little carbolic acid, is perhaps the most 
convenient mixture to make, and dice - 
ual in its application.

Messages from the Sea. 
| 
A f e w instances of messages from 
the sea, rcjx>rted from time to time to 
have been found, like Poe’s manuscript, 
! in a bottle, may perhaps be taken rot 
j what they are worth. 
A girl picked up 
in the sea near Barrow a securely corked 
bottle containing a scrap of old ncws- 
paj>er, on which was indistinctly writ­ 
ten: “ Gone down off the coast of Ire­ 
land, the steamer Combat, with all 
hands. Captain Yates.” 
There was 
no mention of date on which the ship 
sank, but the writing appeared to have 
been hurriedly done. 
On the shore of 
the Bay of Luce a bottle was reported 
to have been found containing the fol­ 
lowing message, written in pencil on a 
piece of paper, the writing being much 
failed: “ Oh tho 29th of April, 1870, the 
ship Herclades was wrecked on the 
extremity of Patagonia Crow' in the 
hands of savages. 
Bring us assist­ 
ance.” During a fearful winter storm, 
it was 
conjectured from the large 
quantity of wreckage floating about, 
that many vessels hiffl been lost at tho 
mouth of the Tay in addition to those 
reported at the time. 
Some particulars 
reached the press—whether veritied or 
not the writer Is unable to say—that a 
letter inclosed in a bottle was cast 
ashore on the Fifeshire coast giving a 
clue to one of these ships. 
The letter, 
blotted aud otherwise damaged by sea­ 
water was written in bold Norwegian 
characters, and was thus translated 
“Schooner Bay, TonsUcrg, 20th Decem­ 
ber, eight morning. 
We are now iii 
sinking condition, within sight of tile 
Bell Took, outside the River Tay. 
We 
have had both boats smashed and car 
ried away, and cannot therefore make 
an attempt to come ashore. 
We have 
experienced great hardships during the 
heavy gales 
in 
the 
North 
Sea. 
Greater part 
of 
rails, stanchions, 
and bulwarks are away. 
We have 
been laboring constantly at the pumps 
tor three days, and the forecastle 
and cabin are full of water. 
Every­ 
thing is destroyed, and we have but 
little to eat. 
\Ve now put our trust in 
a merciful God, and if it is our fate to die, 
we hope to arrive at a heavenly throne. 
The crew is otherwise all well, and 
asked to be remembered to their dear 
ones at home—(Signed) II. Mat bison. 
Captain of the schooner Bay.” The 
letter bore the address: “ To Tons- 
berg, Norway.” The name of the Bay 
was on the Norwegian sliipping-lists, 
and she would have a crew of seven or 
eight hands, and is supposed to have 
been bound, coal-laden, from the Tyne 
to Norway. 
This sad message from 
the sea was reported to the owners. 
Considering what has resulted from 
mariners’ experiments with 
bottles 
afloat, and how' often, after disasters at 
sea, these have been the means of com­ 
munication between the living and dead, 
too much cannot be said iii condemna­ 
tion of thoughtless persons who per}ni­ 
trate hoaxes of this description.—Cham- 
Iwrf Journal.

The Chicago & Northwestern road is at 
last opened from here to Chicago.

K I L E S F O K L E N T . 
It 18 a matter of interest, not merely to 
those inside of the churches, but to 
many outside of the churches, to know 
the regulations which are supposed to 
govern the faithful during the Lenten

The following are those issued by 
Archbishop Ilciss, of Milwaukee, for the 
guidance of those of the Catholic faith: 
All days of Lent, Sundays excepted, 
arc fasting days of obligation, on which 
bnf one full meal is allowed. 
The use of flesh meat iii allowed, by 
dispensation, at the principal meal only, 
on all days, except Wednesdays and Fri­ 
days, and also Saturday of tho second or 
Ember week, and the Just four days of 
Lent. 
Tho use of eggs, butter, milk and 
cheese, is allowed throughout Lent, and 
also the use of lard instead of butter, for 
cooking, though on Good Friday, lard 
aud eggs are forbidden. 
Fish and flesh meat are not permitted 
L> lie used at the same meal. 
A collation or repast may be taken in 
the evening, but it ought not to exceed a 
fourth part of an ordinary meal, and a 
cup of coffee or tea, mixed with a little 
milk, may be taken with a small slice of 
bread by those who need it, in the morn­ 
ing. 
Besides Lent, therefore, during year the 
following are days of fast and abstinence: 
Wednesday, Friday and Saturday iii 
every Ember week.
